I was very happy to read your article in a recent issue of 
THE PRESBYTERIAN TRIBUNE... It is good to know of your keen interest in this 
type of religious emphasis* 

Enclosed is an article of mine which appeared in the pages 
of MONDAY MORNING. There is, of course, nothing original in it, but it will 
at least show you that I have done a little thinking along these lines*

It seems that for one thing we ought to try to discover a better 
name than"prayer retreats". Although that word means a great deal to me and recalls 
happy days spent with Thomas Merton at the Tsappiet Monastery in Kentucky or with 
Jack Nelson at Kirkridge.

May I take you into my confidence and share a hope of mine? 

I am eager to make the Swarthmore Presbyterian Church a retreat center for 
Protestantism in this area, fie are, of course, singularly fortunate in having Dandle 
Hill only a few miles away from us. This is also a delightful college town where 
people can avail themselves of its splendid library. On Thursday we start with a 
Day of Silence for the women of this area.

Dear Kirby: 

It was certainly a privilege and a joy to hear you again last night and to visit with you 
again. When you first began to speak I felt that time and years of hard travel and labor 
in this field had taken its toll and slowed you down somewhat. But like the old fire- 
horse when he hears the alarm, when you really got into your subject all the old fervor and 
power returned and it was a joy again to sit under Kirby Page. 

I am writing you as I promised I would do concerning the "Spiritual Life Commission Reso¬ 
lution". This is listed in the Convention Year Book as Resolution No.63, and will be placed 
before the resolution committee and the Convention with 12 signers. You will find the list 
of signers on the enclosed copy of the Resolution. I am also enclosing for you a copy of 
my mimeographed letter to the signers, prompted by John Paul Pack's letter to me in which 
he felt we would do better with a "movement or fellowship", than we would with an organized 
commission, I am not certain that this is true at all, and was heartened by your agreement 
with me that the Commission could be of great aid. 

I am so happy and encouraged that I will have your assistance with the Commission in Miami. 
It is good to know you will be there, at the breakfast on Wednesday and to assist if nec¬ 
essary when the matter comes up for discussion before the Commission. We are going to have 
the Wednesday morning meeting very much in the fashion of a prayer service for this interest 
in our brotherhood. I am still not certain about whether we will eat breakfast or have our 
meeting at 7:00 o'clock and let the men all pick up some breakfast on their own later, which 
really is my own preference. I feel we do much better in a spiritual retreat without food. 

Enclosed you will find a little slip bearing the address of Laura Gray. Say hello to your 
good wife, and know that it will be a joy to see you and have opportunity to visit with you 
in Miami.

As I wrote to Mr, Paul Hutchinson, Editor of the Christian Cen¬ 
tury in Chicago, asking for the original manuscript of essay, by which 
I wen a prize of US $150 in 1931 from the World Tomorrow, he immediate¬ 
ly answered that although the Christian ^entury took ever the assets of 
World Tomorrow, this Office did not preserved its files.

When I was in China,(and very young) I and Dr, King Chu, then 
the Vice Minister of Education of the National Government of niina,wrote 
an essay in Nanking, China, on the title of ' Education and Culture in 
China, from 1901 to 1931 1 under the Joint authorship of Chih-Ta Ong & 
King Chu, in response fthe world essay contest in 1931 sponsored by 
Worid Tomorrow (12 essays were then qualified to receive the award of 
US $l£0 each, of which twe Chinese essays got the prize: one is ours, 
the other was Rev. Chung on some tonic of religion,)In 19 B 6 , I came to 
the States, and learned that 'World J-omorrow merged with Christian cn- 
tury. By that time, I was working in the U,3. A, Office of Vational Re¬ 
sources Commission of China (111 Broadway, N,Y*N,Y.), and ” had no use 
of that essay. Dr. King Chu passed away in 1952 in Hartford Cerainary 
w hen he was teaching. But, Now, I am applying for certain magazine agency, 
for a position of edljjrial research. The person in charge of the magazine 
was interested to look over otf ray essay, when he read my resume in which 
there was an item of that essay. Since you were the editor of World Tomo¬ 
rrow in 1931, could you possibly give me more information about this case; 
or could you possibly give me a letter of verification to prove ray saying 
is true. The position for which I am applying entirely depends upon the 
result of my searching for the manuscript of essay. If 1 fall* 
get this job.

Dear brother Page: 

Your message on last Tuesday, in the sanctuary of the First 
Christian Church of Houston, was heaven-sent, and meant much to me, 
and to Rosemary, my wife, We are grateful to God for sending you 
to our area at this particular time. 

I am led to write to you, and to ask for information from you, 
relative to any possibility of your coming here to Texas City, in 
the future, for some nightly preaching, and for the conduct of some 
daily prayer retreats. I do not know your schedule, nor,am I aware 
of your practices in this regard. If such a. fellowship could be 
arranged with you, will you be so kind as to detail arrangements arid 
other matters for me, for our immediate consideration? 

On September eleventh of this year, after twelve years in the 
ministry, I—if I may utilize my own peculiar language—surrendered 
my life completely into the hands of God. A like commitment was made 
by my lovely wife on Sunday, the next day, along with twelve other 
long-time members of this congregation. Since that time—when a 
ministry 1 with reservations* was discarded—the results and the pow¬ 
er present has been nothing less than phenominal. While no great 
turning of the people to God is yet evident, either in our Church or 
in the area, there is a tremendous change in the spiritual climate. 
Not only is it noticeable during our worship services and planning 
meetings, but it is evident in the fact that God has been constantly 
sending to us people from other congregations—even outside our own 
communion—and we have been greatly privileged to be the channels 
through which God is bringing about complete surrender of a minority 
in these other groups. It is no less than amazing, the numbers of 
letters and personal contacts that have been made, entirely volun¬ 
tarily, on the part of others. Surely God must have something great 
in store for us, for He promised "greater works than these shall ye 
do". An industrial and port city, Texas City offers a hard religious 
situation. Only recently have I been convinced that the Holy Spirit 
is able to do something here. 

« 

Last Thursday evening we began a Witnessing Fellowship of Need 
group. I have utilized that term, since my father provided you with 
Rector Claxton Monro*s booklet by that title, the other evening in 
Houston, and yon will recognize the nature of what we are attempting 
here. I say "nature", rather than the exact plan. Two or three 
weeks ago I wanted to begin this program. But it did not work out 
to present it. I had to wait until Cod gave me the "go ahead" sig¬ 
nal. Ttfe are proceeding slowly, using only what we are led to do. 
Nineteen adults were present. And such a meeting we did have! A

meeting scheduled for one hour had to be stopped at the end of two 
and one-half hours of exuberant Christian sharing. Three faithful 
members were present from other churches: a Naserene, a Nethodist, 
and a Presbyterian. In spite of the fact that I will now be out 
of town for the next two weeks, the venture will continue under 
selected lay leadership. I anticipate the number will double with¬ 
in a month, or less. If this be of God—I was never more convinced 
of anything being totally the product of God's Spirit—it cannot be 
stopped I 


Our proceedure on Thursday evenings is to conduct the meeting 
with a mixed group. Children are kept in a Nursery end are not 
allowed in the meeting. Only Christians are invited to this meet¬ 
ing, at the present time, since the purpose of it is to edify one 
another. We begin with an extended period of silence. During this 
period the attendance Roster is also circulated about the .circle. 

Atteandants indicate whether they are present to witness, or to lis¬ 
ten. Those coming to listen are not called upon, but art; free to 
volunteer comments and questions. No advice is allowed to be given 
during the service, in answer to problems, except to share our like 
experiences and to show how God answered our need. The idea is that 


Christian witnessing must be what one has experienced, not what he 
has heard, alone. Later, if the Lord directs, we will expand this 
Thursday night proceedure, to include Christian witnessing and group 
sharing into the Sunday evening program, as in the St. Stephen's 
Tpiscopal Church of Houston.

Dear Friend Hayden: 

Thank you so very much for your grand letter of October 20, in which you enclosed a 
copy of your magazine "Venture", and made the very generous suggestion that it might 
be made available to all of us interested in the establishment of "A Spiritual Life 
Fellowship" among the Disciples of Christ. 

At the Miami Convention, we held two early morning meetings. The first was attended 
by 12 of the signers of the proposed Resolution calling for the organized establish¬ 
ment of "The Spiritual Life Commission". At that meeting, and before the matter 
ever came to the attention of the Convention, it was unanimously agreed that, in ac¬ 
cord with your earlier suggestion, this was not the proper approach for the creation 
of a sincere, effective fellowship of the spirit. To attempt to organize such an 
interest, at least at this point in its development, seemed definitely in the minds 
of all present probably to constitute the stroke that would kill the very purpose 
that is in our hearts. Consequently it was agreed that the matter, although it 
would have to come before the Convention, should not be supported at this time. 

Then again, at an early morning session that was announced through the columns of 
the daily Evangelist, 24 of our ministers and lay people who were really interested 
came out at 7:00 o’clock in the morning, prayed together and asked for the guidance 
of God in the matter of creating the kind of fellowship our Lord himself would pre¬ 
fer. Your excellent little magazine was passed among.all present,.‘add itjwas gener¬ 
ally agreed that'we;should all lean‘heavily upon yourcwisdom, as well as upon the 6o- 
heSive. influence your paper could exert among.us,:for the next-steps we shhuld take. 

May we hear from you at your early convenience? Is it possible that the columns of 
your paper might be made available to us? If we will send out the full information 
on how to subscribe to the paper to all of our friends, can we have our names in¬ 
cluded on your mailing list? 

May God bless you for the fine influence you have been exerting in the northwest in 
the matter of leading our people toward a closer walk with Christ. Our one hope and 
prayer is that this same influence may be extended far wider, and much deeper among 
the Disciples. Our intellectual beginnings have tended to leave us open in a de¬ 
plorable manner to the error of those Paul described as having "a form of religion 
but denying the power thereof". May God then help us to lead our people to a closer 
personal relationship with Jesus Christ, to follow his guidance hour by hour every 
day, to earnestly seek the direction of our God over our entire lives, at home, at 
work and in the influence we exert in our respective communities across the nation, 
...and may this emphasis begin in us.

One satisfying program we have here is the continued sending of cloth¬ 
ing to Korea, Vie had a happy share in raising the offering of more 
than one and one-half millions of dollars to help our Korean Christians 
rebuild their churohes and other plants. 

We take part in the various programs of the nation-wide church, one of 
these was the Stewardship Training Movement, Another was the ’’Mission 
to Members", which was to reactivate non-active members and lift the 
spiritual life of the ohurch by inculcating four great Christian habits; 
regular church attendance, family' worship, personal devotions, and 
Christian witnessing. In November we had in our district for missionary 
education pur longtime friend, Prank T. Cartwright, one of our Mission 
Board secretaries from New York City. 

One of our big local events was the Family Night in February, when we 
had a Spanish-American program. Various phases of the program had a 
Latin-American flavor. We had four Sunday evening sessions on Missions,
